Ruled FPC 


WASHINGTON, May 22—(tR~— 
The U. S. Court of Appeals ruled 
today that the Federal Power 
Commission has authority to reg- 
ulate: prices charged by thou- 
sands of natural gas producers 
who sell in interstate commerce. 

The 2 to 1 decision, if upheld by 
the Supreme Court in the event 
of an appeal, could affect mil- 
lions of consumers using natural 
gas. The appeals court overthrew 
a ruling by the FPC itself and 
upheld views expressed by for- 
mer President Truman some two 
years ago. 

The case specifically involved 
Phillips Petroleum Co., Bartles- 
ville, Okla., one of the nation’s 
largest natural gas producers. 
But according to FPC statistics, 
about 2,300 other companies are 
in the same classification. 

An FPC spokesman said future 
commission action will depend on 
whether Phillips appeals to the 
Supreme Court. If the decision is 
not appealed, he said he assumed 


the commission will start hear- 


ings on all pending as rate in- 
creases. 

Ernest W. Jones, Phillips’ at- 
torney, said only that “* we are 


studying the opinion.’’ The ap- 


peals court said the high court 
‘repeatedly’ has ruled that 
firms such as Phillips are sub- 
ject to federal regulation.

Must Be Answered 


The examination by Congress and 
the nation of the cutbacks in the de- 
fense program should result in a clearer 
understanding of the needs. As re- 
grettable as it is that we must com- 
pletely bare our strength and our pro- 
posed strength to the Kremlin, it seems 
inevitable. . ~ 

In that connection, by the way, 
Pravda recently revealed that we have 
exactly 12 Sabrejets patroling the West 
German frontier, so our military prog- 
ress will probably be no surprise to 
them. 

No one can blame Congress and the 
people for trying to get at the truth of 
whether more defense can be had with 
less in the face of warnings by estab- 
lished military authorities that it just 
isn’t so. 

They seek the answer, too, to Sen. 
Stuart Symington’s question about 
whether the basic decision is due to 
campaign promises or whether it is 
based on a sure knowledge of Soviet 
power and intentions. The capable for- 
mer Secretary of the Air Force voiced 
the anxieties of all American citizens, 
anxieties now echoed by Sen. Mar- 
garet Chase Smith and others, when he 
asked: 

How many iong-range submarines 
do the Russians have and will have; 
how many long-range bombers; how 
many jet fighters; how many atomic 
bombs; how many divisions of foot sol- 
diers; what are the potentials of the 
Soviet Union and her satellites; and 
how fast are the Reds preparing for 
all-out war? 

The American people have shown 
themselves willing to support whatever 
structure is necessary for the nation’s 
defenses. They are now being asked 
to have faith that the new theory of 
“more for less” will work out. Cer- 
- tainly they have every reason to ques- 
tion the new approach in view of all 
the warnings. 

Solvency is a desirable thing, but 
an atomic war from which we are un- 
able to defend ourselves is a prospect 


even more frightening than an unbal- 


anced budget. 

The whole problem needs to be ap- 
proached with an open mind not col- 
ored by partisan considerations. Na- 
tional security is not a matter of parties.

States Move Forward 
On School Problems 


How are the states doing in meeting 
their educational problems 
federal aid? 

Fine, says the Council of State 
Chambers of Commerce, which reports 
that expenditures for operation of 
school systems increased 88 per cent 
-in the nation during the period from 
‘1945 to 1951. 

Total operating expenditures are 
listed as $2,707,000,000 in the 1945-46 
school year compared with $5,084,000,- 
000 in the 1950-51 school year. Aver- 
age expenditures per pupil rose in the 
same period from $136 to $244 or 65 
per cent. 

Georgia’s percentage increase in 
school appropriations during the period 
was 130, exceeded only by Florida and 
Louisiana in the Southeast. 

The statistics show that the states 
are making every effort to meet their 
schools’ needs. They do not prove, 
however, that the needs have been met. 
Inflation accounted in part for the ne- 
cessity for increased appropriations, in- 
flated money and an inflated birth rate. 
Whether the two have been kept in 
balance in school appropriations is 
open to doubt. 

Certainly the school problem as 
not been completely solved. We are, 
however, encouraged, as is the State 
Council of Chambers of Commerce, by 
the states’ willingness to work at its 
solution.

To the Victor Belongs 
The Responsibility, Too 


The President made what might be 
called a tactical error in placing the 
blame for what he called “a critically 
unsound state of financial affairs’ on 
the past administration and the Demo- 
‘crats. He is now about to reap his 
reward. 

Resentful Democrats, upon whom 
‘the administration must rely to get ap-

But, it was a Democratic House 
which voted to let the excess profits 
tax die on June 30, and to bring about 
a reduction of personal income taxes 
on Jan. 1. It was the GOP which said 
the tax was indefensible and would be 
among the many taxes reduced once 
their efficient operation eliminated 
waste, inefficiency and spending and 
thereby made possible lower taxes and 
a balanced budget. 

Taking a look at the situation, the 
administration has come to the conclu- 
sion that it cannot stop spending—as 
did Truman. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Humphrey gave the reason simply: 
“We cannot balance the budget because 
it would endanger national security.” 
It would have been better to let it 
stand at that.

No Profit in War, 


Ben Fairless Proves 


Remarks the other day by Benjamin 
Fairless give the lie to propaganda 
that American big business profits from 
war. 

Mr. Fairless pointed out that his 
concern “has never prospered from 
America’s participation in war” and he 
proved his point. Three times during 
this century U. S. Steel has had to 
change from peacetime production to 
help furnish the tools of war. 

Eacn time the company has had to 
expand production enormously, not in 
keeping with normal expansion but to 
meet the needs of the nation. Payrolls, 
taxes and controls increased. In each 
case increased costs and greatly in- 
creased capital expenditures reduced 
profits. 

The steel executive pointed out that 
U. S. Steel’s profits in 1941 were $116,- 
000,000. After Pearl Harbor they be- 
gan dropping and in 1942 were only 
$71,000,000 and in 1945 were $58,000,- 
000. After the war profits climbed 
again to $215,000,000 in 1950. By 1952, 
these had dropped to $143,000,000. 

In the meantime, the long-time capi- 
tal investment will make it difficult for 
the company to recover its money 
should lean times occur. Since 1940, 
its employment costs have risen 155 per 
cent and its payments for goods and 
services have jumped 138 per cent. 
Prices of steel, Mr. Fairless pointed out, 


_ have increased only 87 per cent. Taxes 


for the first quarter of 1953 were twice 
as much as the stockholders earned. 

What is true for U. S. Steel is true 
for most companies. There is no profit 
in war. y

In Washington yesterday President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower signed the com- 
promise tidelands oil bill, and put care- 
ful emphasis on the fact that he 
thought the area outside the “historic” 
limits should belong to and be admin- 
istered by the Federal Government. 

We assume, and hope, there will be 
a test of the law which may, or may 
not, be constitutional. It was our the- 
ory that since the known, and esti- 
mated, sources of oil are plentiful, that 
the former administration was right in 
describing the offshore oil as national 
reserves, necessary for the national fu- 
ture. That made sense to us. And still 
does. ! 

That three or four states should be 
allowed to have possession of these re- 
serves seems compatible with the argu- 
ment of “states’ rights,” which history 
reveals has never once been raised ex- 
cept in behalf of a special interest. 

The President seemed a little apolo- 
getic in his emphatic and lengthy ex- 
planation that he will insist on the na- 
tion having what is left, if anything is, 
beyond the “historic limits.”

Election Changes 


WASHINGTON—After much delay com- 
mittees of the House and Senate are getting 
around to consideration, of proposed con- 
stitutional amendments changing the sys- 
tems under which we nominate and elect 
presidents and vice-presidents of the 
United States. There has been some agita- 
tion on the subject for years. , 


Any number of resolutions are pending. 
They vary in scope from getting rid of our 
outmoded electoral college to abolishing 

the national convention 
method of nominating 
candidates for the two 
top-ranking elective of- 
fices in the land. 
Attention has. been 
focused on an amend- 
ment sponsored by 
political  conven- 
tions and substitute a 
system of direct prima- 
ries for nominating 
ae presidential candidates. 

Under his proposal preferential pri- 
maries would be held in all states the same 
day, with voters given the right to say who 
the candidates of their party for president 
and vice-president should be. The govern- 
ment would bear the cost of such primaries. 


At present only 16 states hold such pri- 
maries and not all are-binding. Former 
President Truman called them so much 
“‘evewash”’ in the last preconvention cam- 
paign, it is recalled. He was not far wrong. 


Smathers has described the methogs 
used at the national convention last year 
as ‘‘inefficient, archaic and disgraceful,’’ 
declaring the nomination of presidential 
candidates should be taken out of the hands 
of ‘‘a few haggling, ambitious backroom 
barons.”’ 

But while critics of the old system have 
protested for years Congress has never 
done anything about it. Nearest it has come 
to submitting an amendment was a few 
years ago when former Sen. Henry Cabot 
Lodge gained Senate approval of a pro- 
posal to do away with the electoral col- 
lege as it is presently constituted. 

It would have left the states with their 
electoral votes as at present but provided 
that they be allotted to presidential candi- 
dates ‘“‘proportionately‘* instead of giving 
the entire state block to the candidate with 
the majority of votes. 

The Lodge amendment passed the Sen- 
ate by the necessary two-thirds vote but 
never reached the House for a final vote. 
Efforts will be made to revive it again this 
session, along with the Smathers proposal 
to abandon the convention system of arriv- 
ing at presidential nominations. 

Despite strong support of the amend- 
ments many seasoned observers are doubt- 


ful of action forthcoming during the pres- 


ent session. One reason is that both Re- 
publicans and Democrats in 1952 nomi- 
nated two of the best qualified men to offer 
for president in years despite the cumber- 
some convention method.

Mrs. Horton Gets 
A Shabby Deal 


WASHINGTON—Never was a speech so

‘“‘We deprive men of 
; jobs and destroy their 
reputations with prac- 
tices as callous as 
those involved in the 
trial of Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh; and we traffic in 
aaa hysteria almost as 
acute as ‘the atmosphere surrounding the 
witch trials,’’ he said. 

The same day he spoke there began to 
unfold, bit by bit, the story of Mrs. Mildred 
McAfee Horton, wartime head of the 
Waves, former president of Wellesley Col- 
lege, who was selected to represent her 
government on the United Nations social 
and economic commission, but then was 
denied the post under almost unbelievable 
circumstances that echoed exactly what 
Justice Douglas had said. 

She became entangled in the devious 
investigative process now required in 
checking on the loyalty of all persons ap- 
pointed to government- posts. The State 
department, in advising her that her ap- 
pointment was being withheld, assured her 
there was no question of her personal loy- 
alty, regretted the embarrassment she had 
been caused, and said it had not intended 
any embarrassment. 

Here is a chronology, including some 
aspects not previously disclosed: 

Mrs. Horton’s appointment to the UN 
commission was recommended by Mrs, 
Oveta Culp Hobby, Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare in the Eisenhower 
cabinet. 

Her recommendation was accepted, and 
the State department asked the FBI for an 
investigation of the wartime head of the 
Waves and distinguished educator, the 
usual routine. 

The State department did not complete 
its own ‘“‘evaluation’’ of the FBI material 
until two days before the commission was 
to meet and then decided not to send up 
the appointment at all. The explanation 
from one State department official was 
that it was decided not to submit the nomi- 
nation because there would not be time for 
confirmation before the UN commission 
met. 

It is suspected that the State depart- 
ment would have suffered more embarrass- 
ment than would she, as it might readily 
have expected another browbeating from 
Sen. Joe McCarthy (Rep., Wis.) or some- 
one else, such as it incurred previously in 
the case of Charles E. Bohlen’s nomina- 
tion as ambassador to Russia. 

What a commentary on where we have 
come when the former head of one of our 
military branches for women during the 
war, to whom was entrusted thousands of 
American girls, and an educator who has 
had the teaching of so many of our young 
women, is treated so shabbily! 
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‘Now, How’s That Again, Charlie?’ 


Pulse of the Public 


Fluoride in Water Adds Nothing New 
To It, Says Public Health Chairman 


College Park—The letter by Dr. Cope- 
land concerning fluoridation deserves com- 


ment. It is incredible that a man engaged 
in the healing arts would present to the 
public erroneous statements and false con- 
clusions involving a health project. 

Dr. Copeland referred to an article in 
the Journal of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation concerning fluoride content of drink- 
ing water in areas of Texas where the in- 
cidence of cavities is markedly low, and 
says the article concludes that people who 
live in this area and eat food grown in the 
same locality do not: have decayed teeth, 
but that those who ingest food shipped in 
from other sources and who drink the wa- 
ter there, have as much dental caries as 
anywhere else. 

The article makes no such assumption. 
It stated clearly that the unusually high 
content of both calcium and phosphorus in 
the soil and also fluoride content in the 
drinking water of more than two parts per 
million synergistically produced the immu- 
nity. Ingestion of food grown in the area 
without benefit of fluoride content in drink- 
ing water did not produce low susceptibility. 

For those apprehensive about adding 
fluoride to drinkimg water, it should be 
pointed out that fluoridation does not add 
anything new to water but simply restores 
the proper amount that is lacking in order 
to produce the benefit of caries immunity 
like that described above in certain Texas 
areas that have drinking water with nat- 
urally occurring fluorides.

Contention Still Stands: No Person 
Can Throw a Ball and Make It Hop 


NEW YORK—My reflections on the 
ways of a baseball in flight from the hand 


of the pitcher have evoked dissent, the gist 
of which I offer to the sum of human knowl- 
edge, superstition and 
hearsay. My conten- 
tion is that no man can 
impart enough back- 
spin to a thrown ball to 
make it hop. 

I am not dealing 
with the humpbacked, 
underhand pitch that 
Carl Mays of the Yan- 
kees used to. throw, 
which started at his 
shanks, rose to a zenith | 
a little past midway and Sectidied as it 
neared the plate. Whether Mays could 
give this thing a lateral curve I do not 
know. I am conjuring a ball that flies 
straight until it is almost on top of the 
plate and then jumps in response to (a) 
pressure from a cushion of air, (b) wind 
currents, or (c) backspin and friction. 


Hank Lieber, now a wealthy rancher 
and real estate monger in Tucson, speaking 
with the authority of a majestic record as 
a hitter with the Giants, insists the hop, or 
riser, is real. He is a college man with 
the normal quota of physics. 

But he offers no formula, relying in- 
stead on his observations and an argument 
which seems to me shapeles¢, that the den- 
sity of air even as between 18 inches and 
36 inches above the ground is influential. 

R,. F. White, of Elmhurst, L. L, says 
with a tennis ball he can exploit the fric- 


tion between the fuzz and his first two 
fingers, applied to the top of the ball, to 
cause enough backspin to make it hop. The 
tennis ball is a sucker ball, being very 
biddable on account of this fuzzy skin, but 
it will do for this debate. White says no 
jerk is required in this delivery, throwing 
straight overhand with the fingers making 
the ball spin backward. 

Like others, he relies heavily on fric- 
tion of the hide with the air to explain the 
conduct of a baseball in all its vagaries. 
But my school claims all curves are caused 
by impetus of rotation or twist, not friction 
against air. The heretics invoke friction 
twice, first with the fingers, then with 
the air. 

Members of the friction school fall back 
on the well-known phenomenon of the 
short-iron shot to the green in golf, which 
arcs high, stops almost dead at the top of 
its flight and jumps backward on landing. 

This leaves unscathed my contention 
that a man can’t throw a ball fast enough 
to impart enough backspin to make it jump 
in flight. The force applied to a golf ball 
is enormously greater and the face of the 
club is scarred to make the ball spin. And 
the friction or controlling impulse occurs 
at impact, not in flight. 

What pitcher can throw with comparable 
force? Bob Feller made a demonstration 
under scientific conditions which brought in 
a finding of a speed of between 96 and 105 
miles an hour. I have no idea whether 
that is fast or slow for the purposes of this 
problem. Nobody ever clocked the initial 
speed of a wedge shot which eventually 
kicks back from the point of landing.

He knew the mean- 
ing of a heavy heart, of disappointment 
and frustration. Often the presen of evel 
in our lives and in our #S i Sn 
world makes faith diffi- 
cult.

Often the pathway of 
pain leads to God. 

Of course, this man 
might have stayed at 
home, become more 
and more bitter.  In- 
stead, he went in search 
of Christ. If you con- . as 
centrate on your tragedies, it will destroy 
your belief. On the other hand, the struge- 
gle to overcome sorrow and evil is at the 
same time a struggle to find God. 


Many books have been written to @Xe 
plain suffering and there is at least a three- 
fold explanation. First, some suffering is 
caused by the law-abidingness of the uni- 
verse. God made certain laws and, if we 
break them, it hurts us. For example, 
there is the law of gravitation. If I jump 
out of a high window I will hurt myself 
because the law will not be changed just 
because I do not wish to obey it. 


God made certain laws for men to live 
by. As one man put it, ‘‘No one breaks 
the moral law; he breaks himself but never 
the law.’’ Much of man’s suffering is 
caused by his disobedience of God. 


Second, much of the suffering of the 
world is brought about because the world 
is constantly in an evolutionary state. Life 
is constantly fighting its way.

We are reminded of the words of 
the hymn, “‘Though the wrong seems oft so 
strong, God is the ruler yet.’’ The prog- 
ress of man is a reason for believing. 


We suffer, in the third plaee, because 
our lives are intermeshed and interrelated 
with each other. We are members one of 
another. If someone else is hurt, it hurts 
us. hat, too, is a reason for believing. 
Our suffering because of others is proof of 
brotherhood, and brotherhood is proof of a 
fatherhood, and that fatherhood is God. 

But if you said to me, ‘‘What must I 
believe?’’ I would not argue intellectual 
propositions with you. Rather would I tell 
you to do as the father of the afflicted 
child did, come and talk to Jesus about it. 
Accept His friendship as best you under- 
stand it. Faith never becomes real until 
it becomes personal. As John Oxenham 
put it: 

‘‘Not what, but WHOM, I do believe, 
That in my darkest hour of need, Hath 
comfort that no mortal creed, To mortal 
man may gijve; Not what but WHOM!”’

THE CHURCH ESTABLISHED 


The church was foreshadowed in Old Testament types; 
it was prophesied of as to its nature and time and place of 
establishment by the prophets, and proclaimed “at hand” by 
John and Christ. It was established on the first Pentecost 
after Christ’s resurrection (Acts 2). 


Matter of Identity 


It is important to know that the church was established 
on Pentecost for this fact distinguishes Christ’s church from 
all other religious institutions. Any religious body which 
began before or after this day could not be the church Christ 
died for. John did not establish the church. He preached 
that it was “at hand” (Matthew 3: 1, 2). Jesus taught after 
John’s death that John was not in the kingdom (Matthew 
11: 11). Jesus did not establish the church during His min- 
istry. He also preached that it was “at hand” (Mark 1: 15). 
He taught his disciples to pray that it might come (Matthew 
6: 9, 10). He promised he WOULD build it (Matthew 
16: 18), and Luke informs us that it had not come at the 
time of Christ’s ascension (Acts 1: 6). The church is spoken 
of as being in existence FOR THE FIRST TIME in Acts 
2: 47. 


Established With Power 


Jesus said some people who lived during ‘his ministry 
would see the kingdom “come with power” (Mark 9: 1). 
He conmanded his Apostles to wait in Jerusalem until they 
were “endued with power” (Luke 24: 49). The power came 
with the Holy Spirit (Acts 1: 8) on Pentecost. Therefore, 
the church of Christ was established on that day.

fixed by infusing elasticity into | 
the muscles which comprise na- |

To see how much difference | 
the right pull can make, take | 
this test: Stand in natural posi- | 
tion and place hands on waist, 
thumb and forefinger encircling 
waist with the fingers spread 
wide apart to span the sides of 
the abdomen. 

Pull up strongly with the 
lower abdominal muscles and at 
the same time pull in forcibly. 
If this action slims inches off 
the front line, all in the world 
you need to do is restore brac- 
ing tone to those particular 
muscles to streamline your 
figure. 

SUCCUMB TO GRAVITY 

What has happened to those 
once nice strong muscles? They 
have succumbed to the pull of 
gravity. This is likely to hap- 
pen with years of leaning 
against your store girdle instead 
of keeping a grip on those 
muscles and leaning on your 
own good backbone. 

A small amount of exercise 
backed with the practice of cor- 
rect posture will make this mus- 
cular girdle as good as new. 
EASY EXERCISES 

To make it easier, strengthen 
the girdle muscles with these 
exercises... 

Position: Lying. on back on 
floor with legs together. 

Movement: Shove right leg 
out to the side, keeping heel on 
floor. Return. Do this six 
times, and make the middle 
muscles do the work. Then 
shove left leg out sideward and 
return—six counts. Now slide 
legs apart slowly, keeping heels 
on floor ... slide them together. 

To tone the side-front mus- 
cles... 

Position: Lying on back, knees 
bent, soles of feet flat on floor. 

Movement: Drop left knee 
down sideways toward floor as 
far as it will go without strain; 
leaving foot in place but turning 
it on its side. Then slowly raise 
knee again to first position. Re- 
peat six times or so with each 
leg or with right and left alter- 
nately.
